9. Information from Alumni Affairs 


. Dean Valaskakis introduced Ms. Kathleen Hugessen and Ms. Leisha LeCouvie 
from Alumni. 


Ms. Hugessen gave a brief overview of alumni’s involvement in the university. 
The Alumni Office has eight employees and the office reports to the Office of 
University Advancement. They work with Concordia, Sir George and Loyola 
Alumni organizations which represent 80,000 alumni; 80% of whom live in the 
Montreal area. Ms. Hugessen outlined various activities that the Alumni Office 
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helped to organize for alumni. She asked faculty to get more involved as faculty 
members are the persons alumni wish to speak with at events and on visits to the 
university. 


Ms. LeCouvie handed out an information package. She explained the package and 
described a few events which the Alumni office had organized including the first 
Convocation Party for all faculties. Ms. LeCouvie reminded Council members 
that Homecoming was coming up and that all were invited to the events; the, 
program would be out shortly. Ms. LeCouvie reiterated that alumni love to meet 
with faculty and encouraged their participation. 


Professor Shulman asked if departments could "piggyback" their mailings with 
Alumni mailings. Ms. LeCouvie responded that they had done so in the past and 
would welcome inquiries regarding this from departments. 


Sr. Prudence asked how alumni would go about receiving library privileges. Ms. 
LeCouvie explained that alumni registered and received an alumni card which the 
university recognized. 


Dr. Gray, referring back to piggyback-mailings, asked when Alumni send out their 
mailings. Ms. LeCouvie explained that Alumni send out 6 mailings per year on 
set dates but that other mailings were made when necessary. 


Dean Valaskakis thanked Ms. Hugessen and Ms. LeCouvie for coming to Council 
and encouraged Council members to contact the Alumni Office.
